CONVICTS ON THE SEA. 


I 
We were about 8!X) miles south of the 


1 Cupe of Good Hope, and our ship's head 
: pointed nearly due east. 


"Twelve knots an hour," says I to the 


skipper, in reply to "How much is she 
making?" The dripping Jog line was 
rolled up and the time-glass placed away 


; in the binnacle. An extra pull was taken 


I on Hie braces, the yards pressed hard 
; against the stays, and right well did the 


old Marathon lie over from the heavy 
breeze that swelled our heavy canvas 
to its greatest tension. I heave the log 
again. 


•'How much now?" asked the skip- 


per. 


"Twelve and a half, sir." 
"i" guess that is about all we can ge' 


out of her, with this wind; that extra 
pull gave her the other half knot." 


In ten days after passing Kcrguclen's 


.Land, the high and irregular coast of 
Australia was raised from the masthead 
by our first 
mate, 
Mr. 
Bolter, who 


shouted the glad tidings to those on the 
deck. No sooner had the sound of his 
voice died away than a baker's dozen 
were running up the ratlines, eager to 
obtain even a distant view of the great 
island. 


A number of us old salts, who had sail- 


ed for Australia before, contented our- 
selves with snnlTing tliu air like so many 
po.lpo;-ies. 


After wo had passed between Tasmania 


and the South Sea continent, we caught 
ii light breeze on our quarter und headed 
for Sidney. No sooner had we passed 
our right bower in the river just off the 
town than our vessel was boarded by the 
surgeon of the port who examined our 
papers, and, being satisfied that we were 
m good health, our ship was allowed to 
haul up nearer the city. 


The old man went on shore to make 


his report to the Consul, but when he re- 
turned his face wore a troubled look. 
He called Mr. Bolter and myself into the 
cabin, where, to our surprise and chagrin 
lie stated that the Consul had informed 
In m that, when the cargo was discharged, 
he should have to press the ship into 
service for tiie Government to carry a lot 
of convicts to Van Diemaii's Land. The 
vessel that had brought them was dis- 
abled, and could proceed 
no further 


without repairs. 


The skipper remonstrated against the 


seizure, but it was of 110 avail. The Con- 
sul said he was sorry, but it could not bo 
avoided—our vessel being the only one 
in port that would answer the purpose, 
and the convicts must be got off without 
delay. This news found its way among 
the crew, and several of them ran away 
and took to the bush, not caring to risk 
themselves at sea with a lot of desperate 
men fresh from the prisons of England. 
The skipper quieted the fears ot the rest 
by tolling them that no danger could 
possibly arise, as the convicts would be 
heavily ironed und placed between decks 
with a guard over them. 


On the following morning, between 


decks were prepared for the reception ot 
our live freight. 
A strong double bulk- 


head was put up just forward the cabin, 
and one just aft of the chain-lockers, and 
extra bars and padlocks were procured 
for the hatches. 


When I surveyed the work of the Gov- 


ernment carpenters my mind felt some- 
what easier. 


Everything being 
in readiness, our 


guests were marched down between files 
of 
soldiers.

cuffed, and on the right ankle of everv 
man an iron ring was fastened, to which 
were attached heavy chains. Six of them 
oeing fastened together, their movements 
were quite slow and retarded. 
As they 


tiled up the gang plank to the dock, I 
counted eighty-seven.

I

NEW METHOD OF DIVIXU. 


A Keiv Maclilno tVliieli KnublrM ilii- 


I>lvor to Iteiuulii I'nilor Water One 
ilour. 
Dr. B. W. Richardson (London), in 


Nature, says: 
I have recently had two 


opportunities of seeing a new process of 
diving and of remaining for n lono; time 
inder water, called, alter its inventor, 
?leuss's process. 
The peculiarity of it 


s that the diver takes down with him 
such a good and wholesome supply of 
air-food that he is quite independent of 
any supp_ly from above, so that there is 
10 pumping required, and, indeed, no 
iielp whatever, except a sigual-man and 
cord. 


Mr. Fleuss, the inventor of the ap- 


paratus, is a young Englishman 28 years 
of age, who has served, I believe, Iis an 
officer in the P. & O, Company's serv- 
ice. 
He lias constructed the apparatus 


himself in a skillful but not very orna- 
mental fashion, and he ia his own diver. 
He went down in the apparatus, like a 
brave man, first himself, and he only, 
up to the present, has been down in it. 
He is a short, slight man, of fair com- 
plexion and very pleasing expression, 
He has a quiet and resolute enthusiasm 
which is quite refreshing. 


The dress in which ho descends under 


water is like an ordinary diver's dress. 
A helmet, a breast-plate, and the com- 
mon water-tight armings and leggings. 
He bears on his shoulders a weight of 
96 pounds, and his boots are weighted 
to 20 pounds. 
At 12 feet depth he 


moves comfortably in the water under 
this pressure. 
From the helmet there 


proceeds a light cord for signaling to 
the signaler above. 


Before the helmet is fixed and the 


mask closed, it is seen that lie wears, 
firmly tied over his mouth and nose, an 
ori-nasal mouthpiece, from which a 
breathing-tube of an inch bore proceeds 
downwards. The mouthpiece is, in ap- 
pearance, just like 
the 
chloroform 


mouthpiece invented by the late Dr. 
Sibson, and afterwards added by Dr. 
Snow to his chloroform inhaler. 


When he is on the lloor of the tank, 


Fleuss moves about as he pleases, ap- 
parently without any impediment what- 
ever. Ho can pick up coins, he can sit 
down, and lie can even lie down and 
get up again, a feat, I believe, entirely 
novel in diving. lie breathes, he as- 
sures me, just as easily as when he is in 
the air, and quite as freely, and, from 
what I observed when he came out of 
the water from a long immersion, i have 
no doubt as to the correctness of his 
statement. He has some means of dis- 
posing of the products of respiration, 
since there is no escape of expired air 
from him into 'the water. 


On the first occasion on which I wit- 


nessed the experiment Mr. Fleuss re- 
mained in the water 20 minutes. 
He 


came out quite free of any oppression, 
His pulse was steady, his breathing 
free, and his complexion natural. This 
was considered a "short experiment, and 
on Saturday last, Nov. 15, therefore, I 
asked to see it prolonged to an hour 
and to be allowed to fouow it through 
All its stages. The request was imme- 
diately granted. 


The diving-dress was adjusted on Sat- 


urday at G:33 p. m., and then Mr. 
Fleuss began to breatiie from the ap- 
paratus. At this time his temperature 
was quite natural and his pulse was 
beating steadily at 68 per minute ; the 
pulse was of good strength and tone. 
The temperature of thu air was 61 deg. 
F.; of the water, at thu upper surface, 
49 deg. F. Flouss said it was colder 
lower down, but the difference was not 
determined. 
He descended at (i :-10 and 


remained under the water, at a depth of 
12 feet, precisely one hour, nanielv, un- 
til 7:40 p. m. He walked about the 
greater part of the time, picked up pen- 
nies, and once or twice partly reclined 
on the lloor of the tank. At the end of 
the hour he gave the signal to come up, 
the cold of the water having caused great 
numbness iu his hands; lie walked up 


the steps, carrying the heavy weights 
(110 pounds) briskly, and was ivlii/vVd, 
iit'Ler ;t short delay, lirst ol hi- helmet 
and lima of his niouthpii-'ci.'. 
At this 


point 1 found his pulse lo bu boating at 
120 per minute, and somewhat 1'ue'ble, 
but thi! lac i! was irluar of any sign of 
asphyxia, though il was 
;L liltlirpalu. 


His breathing was quiti: true.
